that the case of the people would be 
built, on circumstantial evidence.

circumstantial.

dismiss taHsmen who had formed an 
opinion in the case, although they 
maintained that their opinion would 
not influence their verdict.

laid stress upon the value of previous 
good character as weighing against 
lircumstantial evidence and establish- 
ing reasonable doubt.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 15. — The 


"Old Kassati National 
Monument," 


consisting of 3S acres within the Ton- 
gass national forest, Alaska, has just 
been created by presidential proclam- 
ation as a result of recommendations 
by the secretary of agriculture. 
The 


tract embraces the well-known aban- 
doned Haida Indian village 
of 
Old 


Kassan, situated on Prince of Wales 
island in Southeastern Alaska, about 
30 miles west of Ketchikan. 


The village was abandoned by the 


Indians about ten years ago. 
Among 


the relics which remain 
there 
are 


about 50 Indian totem poles, live or 
six of which are classed as exceeding- 
ly good specimens. 
In the deserted 


village there are also 
eight 
large 


square buildings, which were origin- 
ally constructed according to the pe- 
culiar plan of the Haida Indians, and 
which, it is stated by those best quali- 
fied to know, represent the best speci- 
mens of Haida architecture that now 
exist. 
The largest of these buildings 


is approximately 40 by CO feet in size 
and is made entirely of round and 
carved timbers. There also remain a 
number of Indian graves 
with 
the 


typical small grave houses erected by 
the Alaskan Indians. 


Since the village was abandoned by 


the Indians the buildings have been 
rapidly falling into a state of dilapi- 
dation 
and 
decay, 
and a. certain 


amount of vandalism by tourists and 
souvenir hunters renders some form 
of protection essential. An examina- 
tion of the area was made jointly by 
representatives of the forest service 
and of the Interior department, and 
reports strongly urging tha establish- 
ment of a national monument were 
approved by the secretaries of both 
I'epartments. The Smithsonian insti- 
tution strongly endorsed the proposi- 
tion for the establishment of a na- 
tional monument. 
The new national 


monument -will be protected and ad- 
ministered by the forest service, as is 
the case with all monuments located 
•within the national forests. 


Washington, D. C., Xov. 15.—Incom- 


pleted canvasses of the vote in sev- 
eral close congressional districts to- 
day brought no changes in the un- 
ollici;il election results which indicate 
that 217 .Republican, 212 Democrats 
and six of other parties have been 
elected to the sixtv-iit'th caiigress. Rep- 
resentative Doi-L-mus, chairman of the 
Democratic congressional committee, 
still claimed, however, that Democrats 
will make gains on the final returns m 
six or seven of the elooe distric's. 
which appa/.-ntly elected Republicans 
by small majorities. 
Speaker Clark 


and other Democratic leaders also 
confidently expect to cut down the Re- 
publican's plurality. 


Representative Woods, chairman of 


the Republican committee, insisted to- 
night that the Republicans undoubted- 
1 would control the organization of the 
house. 
A speaker to be elected must 


receive a majority of the house or 21S 
votes. 
Although the unofficial returns 


show the Republicans to b. one short 
of. a majority, they are counting on the 
Progresive elected in Minnesota, the 
Progresive-Republicun 
in 
Louisiana 


and tho Independent in Massachusetts 
to vote with them for James K. JIann 
for speaker. 


Prospects of a Republican gam were 


apparent in the thirty-second Pennsyl- 
vania district, where the canvass of all 
Pittsburg precincts torluy showed Rep- 
resentative 
Barchfeld 
leading 
Guy 


Campbell, his Democratic opponent by 
12 votes. 
On the xmofTicial returns, 


Campbell led Barchfeld by 19 votes. 
Country precincts still are to be can- 
vassed.

proceedings for early hearing and de- 
cision.

FROM JAUREZ PRISON 


AMERICAN HELD AS VILLA SPY 


WAS SCOUT FOR PERSHIHG 


El Paso, Texas, Nov. 15.—General 


Francisco Gonzalez, commanding at 
Juarez, Mexico, this afternoon, issued 
an order for the release of Benjamin 
Brehan and Joseph Williams, 
both 


Americans, who had been held under 
charges in tho Juarez jail and in be- 
half of whom representations had been 
mado by state department agents. 


El Paso, Texas, Nov. 10. — After 


being in the Juarez Jail since Novem- 
ber 7, during which time he expected 
to be shot as a Villa spy. Benjamin 
Brehan was released at military head- 
quarters in Juaros late today and came 
to the American side of tho river. 


Brehan said he knew of no reason 


why ho was arrested, other than the 
fact that he was a scout lor General 
Pershing in Mexico. 


"1 went to Juarez to see a friend be- 


fore returning to join the punitive ex- 
pedition," Brehan said tonight. 
1 saw 


a Carranza commander on the street 
in Juarez whom 1 had known at Casas 
Orandes, when I was with Pershing. 


"There is an American scout," he 


said to another ollicer when he saw 
me. 1 was immediately i laced under 
arrest, taken to the jail and locked In 
the 'incommunicado' cell. I was not 


. told officially that 1 was to be shot, but 
11 was given to understand that I would 
be executed. After Andres Garcia took 
an interest in my case, 1 was treated 
much better." 


Joseph Williams, the Mormon, will 


be released as soon as he Is able to 
furnish a bond of 1°,000 pesos, it was 
announced.

Central Files Its Suit- 


New York, Nov. 15.—The New York 


Central railroad today filed suit in the 
federal District Court to test the con- 
stitutionality of the Adamson eight- 
hour law. The suit is directed against 
the three federal district attorneys of 
New York state and the chairman of 
each of the four brotherhoods in the 
state.

They nre mostly built of 
wood, some Ingeniously constructed of 
iiitorchnugcablo panels bolted together.

It Uas 
an appetizlus odor nnd P- very agree- 
able tii«te, which Is preferrp'l br many 
to that of bread made wholly t'rom 
flour. 
TYiien uiudo according to tho 


directions given below potato bread 
contains more mineral matter, fiber 
aud moisture, but otherwise iu compo- 
sition nnd nutritive A Uic is piaotlcnlly 
the s:ime a° •"idinsry T,-:-eail. Its hl'-rher 
moistiH'e content helps to keep it t'resh 
suvi»rnl days lonsor than ordinary 
bread. In localiUes where there is a 
surplus of potatoes or \v lipre they are 
very cheap potato bread costs less to 
make than all flour bread, and in gen- 
eral this is n KO'iil -\vay in which to uti- 
lize cull potatoes in a palatable food 
product.

quired three pounds of boiled and 
peeled potatoes, two and one-i}U.irtcr ! 
pounds of good bread flour, three level i 
tnblespoonfuls of sugar, one nnd one- 
half level tablespoon f tils of salt, one j 
cake of compressed yeast, four t^.Me- 
spoonfuls of water.

Let this mix- 
ture stand nt a temperature of about 
SO degrees F. until the dough be'tins to 
collapse.

Knead 
thoroughly until a

dough which is no longer sticky has 
been formed.
